The Ritual of the Flaming Cube

A discussion of the Cube of Space, as it is described in the ancient Qabalistic 
treatise, Sepher Yetzirah, is an important part of the 4=7 Azoth Lecture (see 
Section 12 of that lecture). In the first chapter of the Book of Formation we are 
presented image of the Creator sealing the six directions of space and thereby 
establishing the Cosmic Cube. An important point to emphasize in relation to 
this image is that the Creator is pictured as being situated at the exact center of 
the Cube, in the "Palace of Holiness." Since this Cube has no determined 
dimensions, its center point can (and does) exist anywhere. Compare this to the 
description of Kether as "a circle whose circumference is nowhere and center is 
everywhere." Thus God, existing at all or any possible points, exists within you! 


The following ritual may be used to clear a space for meditation. As such, it may 
be used in conjunction with the meditations on the Chaldean Oracles which are 
to be performed in this grade. It also has the effect of aligning the operator with 
the currents of energy of the Universe. Additionally, since in the course of the 
ritual the operator identifies with the Deity, it serves as a self-consecration or 
exercise for personal spiritual development. 


This ritual should be performed once a week, preferably the same night each 
week, by the Philosophus until the date of the Portal Initiation. A careful record 
of this should be maintained in the Magical Journal and presented to the 
examining, Chief at the time of the examination. A demonstration of Version 
One is required as part of the examination of this grade. 


The Ritual (Version One) 


In what follows you will be forming the six sides of the Cube about yourself, each 
wall being of a different color. Because the sides are each nine feet square, and 
you sit at the center of the Cube, the Eastern wall will be four and a half feet in 
front of you, the Western wall four and a half feet behind you, the Southern and 
Northern walls four and a half feet to your right and left (respectively), etc. 


It may be advantageous to visualize the approximate outline of the Cube, 
uncolored, before you begin. It may also assist your visualization to first see 
yourself suspended in vast, nocturnal space as though you are indeed the 
Creator before the first creative Word was uttered. Such aids are unique to each 
individual and have little to do with the ritual itself. 


The Operator is seated in a room facing East. 
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Visualize yourself as a point of primal light, scintillating, pulsating, 
glowing with life. Say aloud: 


"In the beginning the Creator existed, solitary, at the center of 
space, one and one alone." 


See a ray of this light extend toward the ceiling where it expands into a 9 
foot square of yellow light. Say: 


"He sealed the Height, turned Above and sealed it with (intone) Yod- 
Heh-Vav." (Notes: F, C, C# ) 


Now see a ray project to the floor where it, likewise, expands to a nine foot 
square of blue light. Say: 


"He sealed the Depth, turned below, and sealed it with (intone) Vav- 
Heh-Yod."

See a ray of light projected to the East, expanding into a 9 foot square 


green wall, and say:

"He sealed the East, turned forward, and sealed it with (intone) Heh- 
Yod-Vav." 
(C, F, C#) 


Project a ray to the West and see it expand as before, into a 9 foot square 
of violet light. Then say: 


"He sealed the West, turned backward, and sealed it with (intone) 
Vav-Yod-Heh." 
(C#, F, C) 


See a ray of light projecting to your left where it becomes a square of red 
light, and say: 


"He sealed the North, turned to the left, and sealed it with (intone) 
Heh-Vav-Yod." 
(C, C, F) 


To complete the Cube, see a ray project to the right and expand into an 
orange square, and say: 


"He sealed the South, turned to the right, and sealed it with (intone) 
Yod-Vav-Heh." 
(F, C#, C) 


The Cube should now be visualized as being completely formed. After 
whatever other meditation is performed, close with the Qabalistic Cross 
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This may read like a dull, mechanical use of your imagination. In practice, it is 
anything but that. Even moderate success will give you the feeling of power in 
motion, such as no language can convey. Remember, the main idea is to feel 
yourself projecting this imaginary Cube of Space from the innermost center of 
your being. 


Version Two 


Once Version One has been mastered, the Philosophus may choose to learn and 
practice the following variation of the Ritual of the Flaming Cube. This second 
version is supplementary; and there will be no test on it. The ritual is essentially 
the same as version one with two specific differences: (1) the visualizations are 
different and more elaborate, (2) the energies are perceived as flowing from the 
sides of the Cube inward, toward the operator. This, too, may prove a powerful 
preliminary to meditation in particular. 


Stand facing east. 


(1) Visualize directly above you a 9-foot square of yellow, in the midst of which is 
a Caduceus, with double-twined serpents of red and blue, and the entire wand 
alive, illuminated with orange-gold fire. Draw down from this center a beam of 
light which passes through you vertically. Intone Yod-Heh-Vav. 


(2) Visualize directly beneath you, on a 9-foot square of blue, a silver Cup, 
shallow so as to appear as a crescent. This Cup receives the light from above you 
and, mixing in its own essence, reflects a pure, calm light upward to you. 
Complete the wedding of these two opposites within yourself in the midst of the 
heart center as you intone: Vav-Heh-Yod. 


(3) Before you in the East, visualize a 9-foot square of green whereon is an Ankh 
of scintillating red flame. Experience a flowing forth of this primal Life-Force 
from this symbol toward you, passing through the region of your heart center. 
Intone Heh-Yod-Vav. 


(4) Experience yourself as a lens for this beam of the Life-Force. Let it pass 
through you to illuminate a great rotating Wheel behind you, seen against a 
violet backdrop. The Wheel circulates the received life current and returns it as 
a beam that intersects the other three at your heart center. Intone Vav-Yod-Heh. 


(5) To your right, envision a 9-foot orange square, in the midst of which is the 
great, flaming visage of the Sun, blazing in its most majestic splendor. Adore 
this solar image as your intuition may prompt you. From it emanates a ray of 
light which intersects the others at a point in the midst of your heart. Intone 
Yod-Vav-Heh. 


(6) To your left, visualize a tall Tower reaching heavenward in the Place of 
Greatest Darkness, against the body of night. Identify with this upright Tower. 
Let the beam of solar light pass through you to contact the image of this Tower. 
Feel it receive the energies transmitted from the Sun. And, as you intone the 


Name Heh-Vav-Yod, feel the lightning flash forth and experience the brief, 
endless Silence which follows. 


(7) Focus your awareness on the point where the six rays of light meet within 
you. See there, a black pearl, dark as imagination will permit yet lustrous and 
gleaming. As the six rays converge and flow into this sphere, let your attention 
also flow into it. 


It may be that you find an infinite depth to explore, or that this ebony sphere is 
in fact a sphere of all light, or even that as you move into its profound depths 
you discover that you are instead paradoxically moving outward through infinite 
and absorbing Space. Whatever presents itself to you, let this be the gateway to 
your period of meditation; and intoning the name, Elohim, let yourself enter the 
SILENCE which is the Palace of Holiness at the center of ALL.
